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from CBS News election headquarters this is the CBS Evening News with Walter Cronkite and Morton Dean 
in our newsroom in New York good evening the first returns are coming in from this very tight presidential 
election and on the basis of our sample precincts CBS News can estimate the winners in two of those states 
in Kentucky Jimmy Carter we estimate will defeat to President Ford when all the votes are counted in that 
state by 53% to 46% for Ford and in Indiana President Ford will win in Indiana according to our CBS News 
estimate when all the votes are completed in Indiana the vote there will be 56% - for Carter's 44 percent or 
around that figure both of those states were considered vital to the chances of each of those men they have 
held onto territory that was generally believed to be theirs Kentucky for Carter and Ford for Indiana in the 
indiana state races which are of some importance nationally of course in the senate to race they're the 
incumbent Vance Hart key has been retired after three terms in the Senate according to our CBS News 
estimate and Richard Lugar the former mayor of Indianapolis and when all the votes are counted will have 
about 62 to 38 percent of the votes over Hartke in the gubernatorial race there as expected the incumbent 
Republican Governor Otis Bowen has won there by around 60 to 40 percent over his Democratic challenger 
Larry Conrad well the real story today seems to be so far the very heavy turnout in this presidential election it 
cements all across the country reports indicating it could be even a modern record that apathy so much 
discussed in the early weeks of the campaign apparently disappearing in these close last few days the 
weather helped it was generally fair across the country sunny skies warm temperatures a little snow in the 
Great Lakes are in the New England region little rain and the great lakes around Florida and Washington but 
not 
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around Florida and Washington but not enough to keep the voters away apparently a big turnout on a good 
Election Day state after state reporting initial heavy voting massive in places like Florida for example at 
midday they were reporting they're 70 to 75% of the voters were turning out more on the turnout in these 
regional reports in the East Americans jammed into polling places voters don't remember lines this long poll 
officials are using terms such as record numbers unusually heavy to describe today's voting the biggest

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New York if there is any voter apathy it's hard to find in the south the CBS News in the Midwest voting is 
extremely heavy in metropolitan Cleveland organized Labor's massive get out the vote effort appears to be 
successful Democratic leaders predict a 75 to 80 percent turnout in Cuyahoga County Ohio officials predict a 
90 percent turnout statewide in Michigan voting is heavy and black suburban and blue-collar areas Secretary 
of State Richard Austin predicts a 72 percent voter turnout voting in the farm belt is also heavy Minnesota 
predicts a 73 percent turnout in key counties and lowa also report heavy balloting an Illinois statewide voter 
turnout has been revised upward to 78 percent the Democratic machine is turning out it's normally heavy 
vote in Cook County but voting in Republican suburbs is also running very high with some voters waiting an 
hour or more to cast ballots Randy Daniels CBS News Chicago here in the West sunshine has apparently 
encouraged a heavy turnout at the polls from San Diego to Seattle and Los Angeles to the Continental Divide 
the voters enthusiasm is exceeding most pre-election forecasts in California where the nation's largest bloc 
of 45 electoral votes is at stake temperatures in the 90s are encouraging a turnout that's prompting the 
California Secretary of State to say her prediction of a 79 percent vote may be to low voter registration 
officials in the other western states say the closeness of the ford-carter race has aroused last-minute interest 
at the polls they say their turnout everywhere in the region may exceed the vote of four years ago Murray 
from some CBS News Los Angeles while those voters were going to the polls we had interviewers at sample 
precincts across the nation to ask some 15,000 of them how they voted and why Bruce Morton's Manning

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what he chose to nobody is surprised at all is a very close election too close for any call at this early stage of 
the evening it's closed in all parts of the country our sample shows a number of groups following traditional 
voting patterns other key groups in doubt for instance in this first sample of about 69 hundred people Carter 
is winning among Catholics as Democratic candidates traditionally have leading Ford among that group by 
about nine as he did in the primaries karna is doing very well with black voters leading the president by about 
a five to one margin there Ford has the lead among white Protestant she's about 15 percentage points ahead 
of Carter with that group Carter again like most Democratic candidates this century leads among city 
dwellers by about 20 percent trails slightly among rural and small-town Americans but in the suburbs the 
race is dead even and in farming areas farmers were also a much courted constituency this year the race 
again is dead even what seems to be motivating the voters those in our sample who picked Ford found him 
capable somebody they could trust someone with whom they were comfortable they thought he would 
restore trust to government would control inflation they said they didn't trust Carter and didn't know where he 
stood on the issue those who voted for Carter on the other hand disliked Ford's ties to business and disliked 
the Nixon pardon that seems to be a live issue this fall they liked Carter because he's not part of the crowd 
running things now and because he's my party's candidate that may be critical this election could rest on how 
many traditional Democrats who deserted the party in recent years come home to live tonight you call it corn

are closing just at this hour in three more already on the basis of our sample precincts we're able to say the 
basis of our CBS News estimates that Jimmy Carter has won the nine electoral votes in the state of 
Kentucky that President Ford has won the 13 electoral votes in the state of Indiana in the local races 
therefore the Senate in Indiana the incumbent senator Vance Hartke according to our CBS News estimate 
has been defeated by the Republican challenger the former mayor of Indianapolis Richard Lugar and 
governor Bowen in Indiana has held on to his seat and so the returns begin rolling in returns that not only will 
pick the next president the United States but also a third of the Senate and all the members of the House of 
Representatives of course legislators in 43 states thousands upon thousands of other state and local offices 
and in 39 states they're deciding such questions as whether there should be legal slot machines and whether
